At the modest little village of Hazel 
Green, Grant county, in this State, is the 
unmarked grave of the scholar and poet— 
James G. Percival. 
Death overtook him 
at that out-ol'the way and unpretending 
place twenty-three years ago the second 
day of next May, and to this day the crave 
of the ripest scholar of his time is unmark­ 
ed except by a weather beaten wooden 
slab. There is a sadness about this which 
will touch the hearts of all those who have 
read the works aud studied the life and 
Character of that wonderful and singular 
man. 
His 
attainments 
in many 
branches of knowledge 
were of an 
extraordinary character. He was an emi­ 
nent geologist, and a diligent student and 
a master of all the modern languages of 
Europe, and beside had a comprehensive 
knowledge of the Gaelic, the Norse and 
Slavic languages. 
As a philologist, he 
hardly had a superior in America. But it 
is by his poetry, that he achieved lame, 
and by which he will be chiefly remem­ 
bered. In 1853 the American Mining 
Company made him au offer to survey 
their lead mining region in the western 
part of this State, and in 1854 he was ap­ 
pointed State Geologist He made an elab­ 
orate report in 1855, and it was during 
the preparation of 
his 
second, that 
his health gave way, which resulted rn his 
death. In the spring of 1857 he was ex­ 
amining the lead mines of Grant county, 
and one day was caught in a storm, was 
drenched by a chilling rain, from which he 
contracted a severe cold. He was near 
Hazel Green at the time, and was taken to 
the house of Mr. Jenks, who lived in the 
village. Here the great scholar, who was 
honored on both sides of the Atlantic, was 
kindly cared for and medical aid promptly 
secured, but the disease could not be mas­ 
tered, and after a gentle decline he died. 
There were no relatives and no peisooal 
friends about tho de&th-bed of James G, 
Percival. He had no family, and only one 
brother who lived in the East, and from 
whom he was unfortnnately estranged. 
Strangers followed him to the little and 
almost abandoned cemetery near the vil­ 
lage, and from that day to this no marble 
slab or boquet of flowers has marked the 
resting place of that great man. He was 
singularly modest, exceedingly reserve, 
and a constitutional melancholy together 
with a bitter disappointment m early lite, 
made him appear sad in the extreme. He 
had a fine library, valued, it is said, at 
nearly thirty thousand dollars, and a large 
portion of 
this 
he 
willed 
to 
tie 
man 
in 
whose 
house 
he 
found shelter from the storm and where he 
met the messenger of death. There is an 
effort being made now to erect a monu­ 
ment to the memory of Percival, and to 
place it in the cemetery at Hazel Green. 
George W. Bungay, of New York, a man 
ot some meant and a great admirer of the 
poet, will subscribe liberally, and at Galena 
a large subscription will be raised. It is 
time this should be done, that the spot 
where lie the remains of so crest a man 
should not be forgotten.

J anesville, Feb. 14,1SS0. 
I beg leave to offer a few objections to

the “ Municipal Court bill ” as it DOW 
stands: 
First. It imposes six-tenth9 of the entire 
cost of tho Court upon tho city of Janes­ 
ville. The bill provides that "onc-haif shall 
be paid by said city and one-halt by said 
county,” but it wd. be seen at a glance that 
the oue.half charged to the county will in­ 
clude the city ot Janesville, which already 
pays one tilth of the entire tax upon the 
county. It woald, therefore, be one-half 
pius c ne-fifth of one-ball, which is equal 
to six tenths. 
Our police court expenses, other than 
(or violations of city ordinances and by­ 
laws, are a charge upon the entire county, 
the city paying only its proper share. 
There is no good reason why the city 
should be compelled to pay several thous­ 
and dollars yearly, in addition to expenses 
properly charged to it. If the Court is to 
be organized let it be on the basis of the 
other courts of record, i.e. a vw n'y charge. 
Second. Unless a court stenographer ii 
provided for, trills will last two or three 
times longer than when tried In the Cir* 
cult, thus more than offsetting the amounts 
claimed to be saved on jurors’ lees. 
Third. The manner by which the salary 
of the judge is to bo fixed, is simply a 
screaming farce. The City Council is to 
fix the salary with the concurrence of the 
County Board. The upshot will be that 
no salary will be fixed, and the Court will 
be run on the tees. No Court with the 
powers provided by the bill should be a1* 
lowed to support itself by fees. The tempta­ 
tion to issue process and to prolong trials 
is too great, and the result would be in 
many cases a travesty on justice. 
Fourth The salary, if this bill is to be­ 
come a law, ehould be fixed by the Legis­ 
lature at a sum not less than $3,000. This 
sum would secure as judge one of the ablest 
members of our Bar ; and this Court will 
need the best lawyer that can be found for 
its judge. Any one of the pettifoggers 
who will rush in and try to secure the office 
Will, if elected, entail an expense upon the 
county that will stagger the people. 
The Supreme Court will Aud error in 
every trial, and the number of new trials 
granted will be determined by the number 
of appeals taken. 
We can safely expect 
the granting of a new trial as soon as the 
appeal is perfected, unless a first class man 
is put on the bench , and no beggarly sal­ 
ary, or degrading dependance on fee bills, 
will secure such an one.
